SUBJECT: AMENDMENT TO HISTORIC PRESERVATION ORDINANCE 





Background 


In 1984, City Council approved the existing Historic Preservation 
and Protection Ordinance which became Chapter 14.5 of Fort Wayne's 
Municipal Code. Under Section 14.5-12 (b) (1), violations of any 
provision within this chapter constitute a misdemeanor. In 
addition, the current penalties outlined in Section 14.5-12 (b) 
(1)-b provides for not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than 
twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500) for demolition and not less 
than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than three hundred dollars ($ 
300) for all other offenses. 


Reasons for Amendment 





The use of the term misdemeanor in this chapter is incorrect. The 
appropriate term should be violation in accordance with Indiana law. 
In an effort to provide an adequate application fee structure for 
the processing of legal action against violators, and to bring the 
Historic Preservation Ordinance in line with other existing city 
ordinances, the maximum penalty for violations other than demolition 
should be amended as follows: 


Existing Fine Proposed Fine 
Violation of 
Any Provision $10 - $300 $10 - $1,000 


Violation for 
Unauthorized 
Demolition $10 - $2500 $10 - $2500 


Recommendation 

We recommend Council adopt the proposed revisions to Chapter 14.5 of 
the municipal code to ensure compliance with state law while 
providing the adequate funding to appropriately enforce this 
legislation.
